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social conditions ; while these remain the criminal must be always 
with us. 

The present volume is a translation of that portion of Lombroso's 
"La Donna Delinquente" which deals with the female criminal. 
It is a laborious induction showing that the criminal, particularly, 
of course, the habitual criminal, has a high percentage of abnor- 
malities, and represents a type midway between the lunatic and the 
savage. Whether the existence of a specific type be admitted or 
not, and we confess ourselves unconvinced ; whether all Lombroso's 
interpretations be sound or not, and we venture to think that some 
are fanciful, there is no denying the cumulative evidence showing 
that abnormality and criminality are correlated. In the light of 
this fact the female offender is to be judged and treated.
